WHEN DOES A PRIVATE PARTY 


BECOMES 


An important legal point in- 
volving the definition of a place 
for “public entertainment” arose 
in a series of summonses 
brought against the Pathe 
Orient Co., Ltd., before Mr. 
Schofield at the Central Police 
Court morning in connexion 
with the recent fire at the re- 
sidence of Mr. A, G. Langston, 
of 287, The Peak where a party 
of children were being. enter- 
tained by a cinematograph per- 
formance. " 


Seven summonses were taken 
out by Mr, Fitzhenry, of the Fire 
Brigade, against. Mr. J. Landolt, 
manager of the Pathe Orient Co., 
Ltd., who were accused of (1) 
not having a distributors per- 
mit, (2) storing 296 reeln of 
film in oa place other. than a 
certified strong room, (3) failing 
to notify In writing to the In- 
spector General of Police the 
names, descriptions and address 
of the persona making  applica- 
tion to hold a cinematograph dis- 
play and the character of the 
entertainment for which such pre- 
mises were proposed to be used 
iind locality of such premises and 
the general ‘nature of the 
posed building, (4) failing to 
abstain from any act pending ta 
enuse fire, (5) failing to have 
boxes of fire-resisting materia! 
for the projection apparatus, (6) 
keeping cight reela of film in a 
place other than a certified room 
and (7) Falling to keep readily 
available for use suMciont means 
of dealing with fire. 


Not “Public Entertainment,” 


Mr. H. L. Dennys appeared for 
the defendant Company and sub- 
mitted that the Jast five sum- 
monses, all of which referred to 
287, The Penk, must fail. tle said 
they had been - brought under 
the Ordinance to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to places 
of public entertainment, Under 
thut Ordinance “public entertain- 
ment” meant “any entertainment, 
to which the general public are 
admitted. with or without pay- 
ment for admission.”

He 
also asked for an operator who 
was sent up, “Ek submit,” said 
Mr. Denny's, “that an English- 
man’s house is his castle and not 
n place of public entertainment.” 

Mr. Landolt, proceeded Mr.

He had no knowledge 
of the mishap, and could not be 
held responsible.

The {dea of an agriculturai 
exhfbition was first suggested by 


LE. Sir Cecil Clementi and the 


Rev. H. R. Wells in 1926, and 
among the earliest supporters 
were Sir Robert and Lady Ho 
Tung, Mr. H. Green, Superinten- 
dent of the Botanical and Forestry 
:Department, Mr. J. A. Fraser, the 
former .District Oflcer, the Hon. 
Mr. J. P. Braga, who accomplished 
the largest portion of spade work 
ap tho first Honorary English 
Secretary of the show, and last 
but not least, Mr. Fung Ki-cheuk, 
who fs now the Chairman of tho 
New . Territoriea 
Asrocintion. The first. Show wan 
teld in December, 1927, when, in 
his opening speech; His Excel- 
lency the Governor made refer- 
ence to the great asaistance given 
by Lady Ho Tung in whore 
grounds the show was held, and 
who had, for many yeara, interest- 
ed horself in agriculture in the 
New Territories, 


What Is the Use? 


Each year the question arises 
when preparations are being made 
for the show, what is the use of 
imnroving tho conditiona of the 
farmers, when we ace, in the New 
Territories, men - wielding th: 
same old farming implement and 
women binding the sheaves as 
they have done for many cen. 
turies? Indeed the passage of 
three or four centuries has made 
little change in the conditiona 
under which the Chinese farmers 
from one end of China to the 
other live, or the methoda which 
they employ in cultivation. 
Year in and year out they work 
and live on the minimum rather 
‘han the maximum of thelr crons. 
What is snid of the Egyptian pen. 
sant, or fellah, may be npplied 
with equnl force to the extreme 
conservatism and Jack of Initin 
tive of the Chinese farmers of 
to-day. : : 

Speaking of the — Epyptian 
nenrnant, an English writer in the 
Manchester Guardian saya: “A 
mummy of the Twelfth’ Dynasty 
coming to life in a twentieth. 
century Evvptian village would 
find himself surrounded by faces 
of-a famillar cast. 
scenery nor the dwellings, neither 
the habita nor the nvocationa of 
modern fellahin would appear in 
the least strange to him, and he 
would be able to handle the 
plough or hoe in use to-day or 
take his place just as he was wont 
todo over 4,000 years ago.” 


Chinese-Methods Unchanged. 


Nor has: the long procession of 
the centuries wrought any funda- 
mental change in the’ Chinese 
peasant. As a Chinese writer has 
recently said: “There is very 
little selection of the beat pro- 
duce for sowing again: the 
average seed is generally con- 
sidered as good enough. There 
is an almost complete absence of 
meadow-land, domestic animals 
being more economically fed on 
eut fodder, with some grazing on 
Till-sidea, 
oul knowledge of frrigation and 
drainage, but diMeulties in co- 
operation prevent anything bein 
done in such matters except 
locally and in a small way.”

No Poultry ‘Farms.

Deforestation Peril. 


Deforestation, as everybody 
knows, ig. appalling in China.

According 
to a French authority, deforesta- 
tion was’ the prime cause of 
Greece's decline. The French- 
man's view js this: “Emigration 
und low birth-rate prevailed only 
for a time. If Greece had -con- 
served her fertile soil, immigra- 
tion or higher birth-rate would 


have sprung up at a given moment |-

Depopulation persisted because 
the land was impoverlahed by 
becaming deforested and un- 
healthy,” :

POLITICAL TRENDS IN 
CHINA; I. 


With the passing of the year 
1931, the attempt to rule China on 
#2 Onp-Party System may be said 
definitely to have failed, The Kuo 
mintang has been reduced to a con- 
dition of impotence by the internal 
strife engendered by the attempt 
of opinion, 
while outside ‘the bounds of the 
Party other parties have been

Springing: up and oryanising them-_ 


selves in movements whose visible 
expression has been seen in the 
extraordinary demonstrations mide 
of Nanking by the students from 
the big university and school 
centres, particularly from Shanghai, 
Peking, ‘Lientsin and Nankinse it- 
self, 
Let us look first at the movement 
within the Kuomintang. The en- 
forced resignation and detention of 
Mr, Hu Han-min in the Spring was 
the signal for a widespread Kuomin- 
tang revolt against Chiang Kai- 
shek and his close associates in the 
Government. The opposition guther- 
ed at Canton, raised the standard 
-of revolt and orgunised its own 
Government. This Government 
was, however, clearly nothing more 
than the Opposition Benches for 
which the One-Purty. System fails 
to provide but which under a two 
or more party system would have 
had easy and free means of ex- 
Pressing its opinion, with the pros- 
pect of succession to office when it 
became sufficiently representative. 
The Kuomintang split on the rock 
of its heritage from the bad days 
of its association with the Russian 
Communist system. The Three 
Principles, in spite of their opposi- 
tion to individual liberty, are bascad 
on the development of the de 
mocratic systems of the West. 
Their ancestry is to be traced in 
English and Dutch constitutional 
history, with a spice of French 
republicanism. -To this tradition 
tho One-Party System, with the 
possible dominance of a minority 
in the Government. is-wholly re- 
Pugnant. With the purgation of 
the Party and the breach with Rus- 
sian Communism, the Kuomintang 
Bought to rid. itself of elements 
alien to a democratic syatem.- But 
‘the exigencies of the political situa- 
tion, ite feara of the fdons it hed 


frat~fostered—and then. tase oUF, |B 


and Its serlous numorieal m{nority 
in the country, induced it to play 
with the Ono-Party policy, and with 
the vicious system by which that 
party doniinates the Government.’ 
. The political history of tho past 
few months has been that of the at- 
tempt of the Party to solvg the 
enigmn it had act itself. When o 
revolt occurrod, not of clemonts 
hostile to the Kuomintang, but of 
mon of- the very heart of the move- 
ment, men who had been close an-. 
socintes of the Founder.-nnd who 
were older members of the move- 
ment than some members of the 
Government, it waa clear even to 
Chiang Kal-shek that some arrange- 
ment of differences must be found. 
Each side threatened war, but the 
utmost care was taken to avoid 
coming to blows. The political 
heads of both sides determined that 


a peaceful way out must be found, |, 


and after Intolerable delays, and 
under pressure of the external 
situation, the peace conference met 
in Shanghai and evolved the 
peculiar solution of gathering -two 
separate plenary conferences of the 
Party, each electing its quota to the 
Central Executive Committee by 
whom the new Government should 
be elected. 

Here, at the moment, the matter 
stands. The new Government has 
been elected. The titular hend- 
ship has passed from Chiang Kai- 
shek. ‘Phe political clement {8 
dominant, and Chiang Kai-shek hag 
resisted the temptation to become

SICKLES OF 6,000 YEARS 
AGO. 


Bone and flint sickles made 6,000 
years ago on Mount Carmel, and 
endowed with a glaze of which any 
potter might be proud, provide the 
clue which hus led Misa D. A. E. 
Garrod, the achwologist, to the dis- 
covery of the earliest known np- 
pearance of agriculture. 


Miss Garrod described — her ex- 
cavations In the valley of the caves, 
Mount Carmel, which were carried 
out for the British School of 
Archiwology in Jerusalem in col- 
laboration with the American 
School of Prehistoric Research, at 
the Royal Anthropological In- 
stitute.

consideration, but time will not 
permit. 

Perhaps some will any to me, 
“Ah, it is all very well to talk of 
model farma and modet farmera. 
With all your knowledge and skill 
(if you have any) you would 
starve in Jess than a year on any 
of the poor farma in the “New 
Territories and on ench of which 
ao Chincac farmer manages to ger 
a living.” True enough, with all 
credit to the Chinese pensant, 
notwithstanding ; all the handi- 
capa, he struggics somchow to 
ttave off starvatioin from the 
Wherena, tf: I were to 
Inherit a farm in the New Terri- 
tories, Iam afrald I would have to 
use my wits to awindle in Hong- 
kons or to spend on It very much 
from other sources, otherwine my 
farm would ruin me very quickly. 

Yet, how many renlise that 
despite all the skill and patience 
of the Chinese farmer, and 
although his plough in_ ordinary 
use (whieh is practically similar 
to the plough in use in the times 
of the founding of the Chow 
dvnaaty) fa still the best adapted 
to hia needs, yet we have in the 
New Territories a cultivated aren 
of not more than 40,000 acres or 
one sixth of the area of the 
Territory. The grenter part of ft 
produces two crops of rice a year, 
end owhere manure is ennily 
obtained a third crop of veyetable 
fs grown In winter. 


Value of Typhoons. 


Rice is the staple food of this 
part of the world and yet not 
enough is produced to meet the 
rupply of the population. 
Nature has done its part, in one 
respect, in giving us the summer 
rains, what is called the Asiatic 
monsoon, or more familiarly to us 
as the typhoon season. It is this 
monsoon that goers to stimulate 
ayriculture, One authority 
writes! ““One of the important 
reasons why this small corner of 
the world holds so many of its 
peonle is beeause the monsoon 
climate bas rain at the season of 
greatest heat and growth, rather 
than in the cooler period of least 
growth, auch as results from the 
winter rainfalls of .California, 
Spain, Italy, Persia,, Australia, 
and Chile.” 

The trouble with the Chinese 
farmer is that he does not under- 
stand soil fertility and there is 
no one question of greater impor- 
tance .to the farming industry 
than that of soil fertility. It fs 
not cnough to produce crops; it 
is necessary that their production 
shall result in a genuine profit. 
For normal growth and develop- 
ment, a plant must take from the 
soi} at least ten chemical elements 
and the relative abundance of one 
element more than the others are 
liable te cause rapid exhaustion 
in the soil, I will leave you, who 
ure interested, to read Dr. 
Herklots’ article in the handbook 
on the “Hongkong soil.” 


China Not Self-Supporting. 


«Attention is repeatedly drawn 
to the faet, that China, whether 
it be South or North China, in 
spite of the fact that more than 
20 per cent. of her population 
lives upon the land, is unable to 
make herself independent and 
self-suffigient. From a booklet 
received from Dean Gro of 
Lingnan University, Canton, I 
have come ucross this statement 
from Mr. SS. H. Moh,  Vice- 
Minister of Industry of the 
National’ Government: 


“In 1929, China imported mote 
than 10,000,000 picula or more 
than 58,000,000 tacls’ worth of 
rice; more than 4,000,000 piculs, 
er more than 21,000,000 tacls’ 
worth of. wheat; and = 11,000,006. 
piculs or -more than 62,000,000 
taels’ worth of flour. More than 
2,000,000: piculx of cotton were 
also’ imported if that year. 
These figures yo to show that in 
order to make China self-sufficient 
and solve the problem of food 
supply, improvement must be 
introduced.” 


Future of Farming. 


-The future of farming through- 
‘out the world will be a future of 
modern intensive farming, other- 
wise no nation can remain long 
entirely self-contained in so far 
as royards foodstuffs. “This 
inust be accomplished,” to quote 
Dean Groff again, “in the face of 
keen competition from other 
countries where staple crop pro- 
duction is organized in ‘large 
units, where capital is readily 


‘| available, where machine methods 


of production are effectively in 
operation, and where acientific 
agriculture is encouraged through 


Tlarge government appropriations 


for_rescarch.” 
Use of Science. 


The greatest work for the pro- 
motion of agriculture in this age, 
therefore, ia the popularizing of 
scicnce. Nearly all .progressive 
yovernmonts are working sys- 
tematically to promote agricul- 
tural arenierion The Dopart- 
ment of Agriculture in Washing: 
ton {8 one of tho greatest seionti- 
fic institutions in the world, © 
~ Before the.Great War, Germany, 
with cighty-seven — exporimont 
stations, Ied the world in the 


‘ends, 


promotion of scientific agricul- 
ture. 

Backward or conservative as 
the Egyptian pensnnta may be, 
intensive acicnfific study of 
agriculture has awakened them to 
the need of modernising their 
methods of farming and giving 
ear to selentific advice. Within 
the last deeade or two the 
Eevptian farmers have learnt to 
ure chemical manures, of which 
over 260,000 tons are now Import- 
ed annually, The Egyptian 
farmer, Hke the Chinese, has 
never. been a yood farmer of bad 
land, not for Inck of skill or 
patience, os I have already 
intimated, but hecaure he has not 
the expital with which to furntsh 
the necessary outfit. The 
Egyptian Government is “foster- 
ing the growth of co-operative 
societies, and is establishing an 
Agricultural Bank, which will 
provide credits for ‘stocking smal) 
farms and will enable the fellah 
to tackle problems which he has 
been unable to fuee." : 


Association's Aims. 


With identically the same object 
in view,: the New Territories 
Agricultural Association aims to 
encourage gradual reform, to lay 
down merely the general outline 
and leave the details to-be filled 
in, during the next decade: 
Unless something is done to pro- 
tect the farmers’ interest and 
income, to furnish more whole- 
some living conditions and to 
provide better education, primari- 
ly to make them better farmers, 
no real progress can be attained 
in the New Territories or in the 
reconstructive work in China. 

lt ia looking at improvement of 
agriculture In the New Territories 
and China from thia viewpoint, 
the New Territories Ayricultural 
Association haa been formed 
about a yearago. For the invalu- 
able service rendered in this con- 
nexfon, the Committee of the 
Association owe a deép debt of 
gratitude to the Hon. Mr. Shenton 
and Mr. C. M. Maniers, and his 
associates of — the Kowloon 
Residents’ Association. | Had it 
not been for their commendable 
efforts, the New 9 Territories 
Avricultural Association would 
not as yet have, come into 
existence, 


To Make N.T. Self-Supporting. 


The aim of the’ Association is 
to create an effective centre for 
the development ‘of agriculture jn 
the New ‘lerritorics so as to make 
the producer and the consumer in 
the New Territories as self- 
supporting as possible. The 
chief object for which the 
Association is formed is the pro- 
motion of the scienee and practice 
of agriculture in all its branches. 

Among the more {important 
eduentional subjects to which the 
Association will direct its exer- 
tions are; 2 

Organizing classes in 
agriculture. 

. Giving grants in. aid of 
agricultural education. 
Conducting experiments for 
the purpose of promoting 
the application of science 
of agriculture. 

Aussisting farmers with the 
chemical examination af 
their soils. : 

The Assovintion endeavours 
also to consider matters connected 
with the agricultural resources of 
the Colony, the improvement of j 
transportation facilities, the 
improvement of . marketing 
methads and the improvement of 
methods of irrigation, and. so 
forth. Towards achieving these 
the Association needs all 
the possible co-operation and 
encouragement from the District 
Officer and the Government in 
general, So far the Hongkong 
Government has definitely granted 
a subsidy of $1,000 a -yenr and 
before long more than likely this 
amount will) be inereased to 
$2,000. : : 

Gaining Support. 

There is no question that the 
Association is gaining consider- 
able support from’ the various 
local banks, commercial houses. 
institutions among Chinese and 
Europeana alike. Since the 
Association has been established, 
we have no fewer than eleven life 
members, score of committee and 
farmer membera added to the 
membership roll. 

There is not the slightest doubt 
that both the Association and the 
agricultural show present’ limit- 
less possibilities in the develop- 
ment of the New Territories, and 
the annual show especially caits 
for much generous and enthusias-: 
tic, support. from the - general 
public to help make it irito. an 
annual exhibition that_will be a 
source of pride to the Colony and 
an annual gala day that will 
attract visitors from all parts of 
the Far East and, perhaps, 
beyond. This may bo just an 
ideal, but not unreniizable. 


Team Work. 

Under modern conditions, it is 
important for us to realize that 
the community should become 
one, of ench for all and all for 
each. Team-work, or co-opera- 
tive effort, is what we need fn 
this Colony, without which no 
human efforts can stand alone or 
prosper alone in these days. 

In conclusion, let -us‘ take to 
heart this sound advice from an 
English economist: 

“Any unit attempting to work 
bv' itself will only obtain s 
minimum result; but by team

ASSAILANT SENT TO 
PRISON, . 


The commiltal of Tseng Shing, 
charged with assaulting Misa E. 
St. Quentin, Matron of Bowen Road 
Military Hospital, and rob- 
bing her of ao handbag, and, 
alternalively, with receiving the 
article after jt was feloniously 
nequired, was asked for by the 
Police when the case came before 
Mr. Willinma at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon but 
after hearing the evidence, his 
Worship dealt with the case aum- 
marily. ‘ . 

The inéident occurred on Decem- 
ber 28 at about 5 o’clock in Rowen 
Rond, Miss St. Quentin, who had 
travelled up from town by tram, 
was returning to the Military Hos- 
vital. 

: She told the Court yesterday 
that she had been walking along 
for about ten minutes, carrying ‘n 
parcel in cither hand and also a 
purse, when she felt a violent push 
from behind. She fell into a 
nullah, down a distance of 10 feet, 
and when she looked round she 
caught a glimpse of a Chinese, 
whom she could not identify for the 
reason that hia back was turned 
towards her, running down In the 
direction of Macdonnell Road. He 
was carrying her purse and for the 
first time she realised what. had 
happened. The push waa a very 
violent one to have sent her for- 
ward into the nullah. 

Constable Gives Chase, 

P. C. Nand Singh stated he was 
100 yards from the junction of 
Macdonnell and Kennedy Roads 
when he saw a Chinese (now 
charged in the case) coming  to- 
wards him. Within hailing dis- 
tance, the defendant called out “A 
Chah!” while pressing a hand over 
his right pocket, from which the 
comer of what looked Ilke a purse 
was plainly visible. When witness 
ordered him to stop, defendant 
started to run. He -was followed 
by witness down the hillside into a 
nullah, into which he leaped, and 
then run along its course. As he 
came to) Murray Barracks, with 
witness following along the bank, 
and blowing his whistle, defendant 
was intercepted by a British 
soldier and arrested. 

Private W. Howitt, of the South 
Wales Bordervrs, who was on duty 
at the south east gate of Murray 


Barracks gave evidence of having |- 


arrested the defendant after he had 
jumped into the nullah. . 
Charge Reduced. 

In hia statements to the Police 
the defendant admitted having 
snatched the handbag. 

At the conclusion of the evidence 
his Worship said that In view of 
the fact that the defendant was 
only 23 years-.of age he would deal 
with the case summarily and not 
commit lim to the Criminal 
Sersions. ¢ j 

The defendant made no atate- 
ment and was convicted of a charge 
of larceny from the person, the 
highway robbery count being re- 
duced,
